The street railway passed into the 


hands of its new owners Saturday 
eveniug, when Mr. John Hutchison 
was relieved from his duties as receiv- 
er.

Town- 
send, the company was declared in- 
solvent, and Mr. Hutchison was ap- 
pointed receiver. 
He took charge of 


the street railway and found every 
thing connected with it in a wrecked 
condition. The overhead wiring was 
imperfect, the tracks were in bad 
conation, the generator fields were 
out of order and two new ones had to 
be purchased. The cars were badly 
wired and needed repairs. When the 
receiver took charge he at once went 
to work making the necessary re 
pairs, and for the splendid manner in 
which he has conducted the affairs 
he is certainly to be commended. 
Many necessary improvements were 
made for the accommodation and 
convenience of the patrons of the 
road. 
Mr. Hutchison so managed 


the financial affairs as to not only 
pay the running expenses and for the 
improvements, but left a good sum in 
the treasury. 


Mr. Townsend claims it to be In- 


debted to him in the sum of $28,000 
for his time as manager and for mon- 
ey of bis own expended in behalf of 
the road. 


Saturday the hearing of the claim 


came up and both sides were well 
represented by able attorneys, but 
the court took the matter under con- 
sideration to report some time this 
week.

A West India cyclone is a strange 


thing in its way. Onoof its peculiarities 
is the length of time it hovers near a 
given locality before it strikes. A hur- 
ricane starts in the superheated regions 
along the southern borders of the gnlf of 
Mexico. Itspicsnorthwardandout across 
the gnlf. Wh«n it reaches the water, 
it is called a cyclone. It is characterized 
by a whirling motion that makes its 
forward progress sdinetiines as slow as a 
moderate wind. Its destroctiveness is, 
however, all the greater for moving for- 
ward glowiy. It can whirl longer in one 
spot and rip tip things. The signal serv- 
ice gets notice that a storm is visible off 
the coast of Florida, moving northward 
and easterly. It may bo three days from 
this time ero it reaches the Massachu- 
setts coast. It whirls along the Atlantic 
coast, carrying tidal waves and terror 
with it. While its western edge is din- 
ping into tho eastern shores of the 
United States its eastern edgo is some- 
times 2,000 miles out at sea. As the 
whirling storm moves northward and 
eastward and is lost in tho Atlantic the 
wind changes and cstnrally comes 
from the northeast after the storm's 
center has passed.

A Prairie Fanner 
correspomjEDt 
writes: 


I kaow nothing hefcter than good 


barnyard manure for meadows, either 
clover or timothy. It is my practice to 
begin the application of manure just as 
sewn as the hay crop is secured. I apply 
throoghonfc the fall and friDter. I think 
beat results come from that applied in 
the fall before tee ground is frozen. I 
wbnld not manure a meadow heavily. 
I believe better restilts come from a 
light and even application. It should he 
thoroughly harrowed in the early spring, 
and if there is much coarse, strawy 
manure it phonld be raked np and drawn 
off. If the meadow consists of timothy, 
alsike and red clover, it may be sown 
before h*rnjwijjg. Much of the seed 
will germinate and grow and add ma- 
terially to *"'e value of the lueadow, es- 
pecially if it is to he kept down two or 
more years.

Sugar beers yield $25 
to $50 per acre, and while they require 
fer more -work they pay for it ami teats 
a margin of profit that i& iandsotae 
compared wilo the meager returns from 
ecru, wheat, oats, etc. Ta supply the 
United States with the sugar now im- 
ported would take almoss 1,000 fac- 
tories. To k eep t hase factories running 
for 100 days every fall would reqciro 
handreds of thousands of acres of sugar 
beets.

When In a Cyclem*. 


The following directions for go-vera 


ing one's actions in a cyclone come 
from the weather bureau: 


Go to the cellar en the first intima- 


tion of the approaching storm. Don't 
-move east, northeast, or southeast., Oa 
reaching the cellar place yourself against 
the west wall, ol if that cannot be done 
get as near the southwest comer as pos- 
sible, face to the wall. Then, in case 
the building is carried away, it will be 
carried over and above yon, and there 
•will be less danger from tho debris, 
which is raoved eastwanL Under so 
circumstances seek an east, or northeast 
wall or corner. 


If pressed, by the advancing cloud, 


throw yonrself. on the ground, head east 
and hands over it to protect, if a stursp 
or other firm body likely to endure the 
storm is in the vicinity, take a position 
on the east side of it, lying prone on the 
ground with the head toward it. Kever 
take refuge in a forest, grove or orchard, 
or in a building or behind a fesce. Do 
not remain in the house if yon can get 
out If obliged to remain in, avoid con- 
tiguity to doors, windows, stoves or 
heavy pieces of furniture. 


Feeding Alfalfa. 


A bulletin from the Utah station re- 


ports an experiment conducted in Deed- 
ing alfalfa cut at different stages of its 
growth.

With the cheapening of 
the cost of paper not only have now 
•nses been found for it—they have 
railway tracks made of paper in 
Germany, and paper pencils are no 
longer a novelty in New York—but 
the demand for paper has increased 
enormously. 
This is particularly 


noticeable in newspapers, the size 
of -which has in many cases been in- 
creased to correspond to the reduc- 
tion in price. Moreover, cheaper pa- 
per has boomed enormously the- 
business of the publication of books 
and magazines. This reduction of 
cost in boofcmafcing, by which a. 
volume that a few years ago cost $1 
is now sold for 15 or 20 cents, has 
had one odd result, as is shown in 
the general decline of private libra- 
ries, for, -with tho cheapening of 
books, the incentive for collecting 
them seems to have departed except 
in the case of rare books or those 
valued on account of the beauty of 
the binding or illustrations.—New 
York Sun.
